Full Investigation to Be

Fort Gaines, Ga}, November 25.— 
(Special.)—Following the diseovery of 
natural gas exuding from the banks 
of the Chattahoochee river on both 
the Georgia and Alabama sides, pre- 
liminary experiments have shown it 
to be of good quality heating gas. 

Citizens here are elated over the 
development and are determined to 
have a full investigation to deter- 
mine the real commercial value of the 
gas. 

Should the gas be shown to be of 
real value, preparations will be: made 
to begin borings on both sides of the 
river soon as possible, 

The gas is not exuding in large 
quantities, but experts who have made 
a preliminary investigation, indicatéd 
that prospects for producing large gas 
wells are excellent.

Pitifully Clamor 
ForSurgeon’s Aid 


Famous Austrian Healer Ap- 
palled at Number of Crip- 
ples in America.

New York, November 25.—Misery so 
poignant and so widespread greeted 
Dr. Lorenz, famous Austrian ortho- 
pedie surgeon, on the steps and in the 
halls of the hospital, for joint Stieaeen | 
today that he said he had almost de- 
cided to devote the remainder of his 
days to alleviating the sufferings of 
America’s cripples. 

Dr. Lorenz said at the end of his 
first “gratitude” clinic, that never in 
all his career had he been affected as 
he was by the sight of hundreds of 
maimed, “distorted humans, clamoring 
for his aid.. And never, he added, had 
he seen a land so sorely in need of 
relief from spinal and other troubles 
superinduced by infantile paralysis. 

Hlis observations so far, he leclared, 
led him to believe that there were 
“10 or 15 times/as many” such suf- 
ferers in the United States as any 
other country in the world. He was 
appalled, he said, at what he had found 
since coming here to try to repay some 
part of America’s bounty to starving 
children.

Orlando, Fla., November 20.—A le- 
gal wrangie over the 
evidence of an alleged contession ob- 
tained by Chief of tolice Vestal from 
Lena M. ‘I. Clarke, on trial jointly 
With Baxter H. Patterson, charged 
with the murder of Fred A. Miltimore 
here last August 1, largely occupied 
the afternoon session of Circuit court 
here today. Judge Andrews, presiding, 
announced he would announce his rul- 
ing at the opening of court tomorrow. 

‘Lhe alleged confession which Chief 
Vestal said was made verbally, as re- 
later to the jury,. quoted Miss Clarke 
as admitting she killed Miltimore. 

According to Chief Vestal’s story to 
the court, Miss Clarke accompanied by 
Patterson, came to his office about 0 
o'clock the night of the killing. She 
identified herself, he testified, as the 
postmistress of the West Palm Beach 
postoffice, and said that a $32,000 
robbery had occurred there a few days 
previously. She said that she sus- 
pected Miltimore of the robbery and 
had come to Orlando, enticed him to 
her hotel room and there by means 
of drugging him, held him captive 
awaiting the arrival of the police, as 
she had found evidence of the robbery 
on him, Chief Vestal further explained 
to the court. 

Confirms Story. 

Vestal communicated with Postal! 
Inspector F. G. Pulsifier, at West 
Palin Beach, and when he confirmed 
the woman's identity, and the shortage 
of $32,000, he said he sent an offi- 
cer to Miss Charke’s room to arrest 
Miltimore. Shortly afterwards the of- 
ficer telephone that he had found 
Miltimore not drugged but dead with 
a pistol wound through his heart. 

Chief Vestal says he then turned 
to Miss Clarke and said: “The man 
is dead.” “I only drugged him,” the 
chief quoted Miss Clarke as having 
replied.

The United States only 
has one court, at Shanghai, establish- 
ed in 1902, but Great Britain and 
Janan have several and Swedgqn also 
hag a tribunal. 

Progress Made. 

The view expressed generally in to- 
day's committee meeting was that un- 
der the new codification of Chinese 
law much progress has been made in 
the substantive jurisprudence _ of 
China.

Washington, November 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Did you cver see Marshal 
Foch? 

Look at him for a moment— 

Five feet, six inches tall; small in 
stature; head large; forehead broad; 
nose slightly Roman; kindly gray- 
blue eyes, far apart, and set in deep 
sockets; mouth hidden under a grizzly 
gray mustache and firmly closed—a 
face wrinkled with age and care, 
but mobile in repose, the face of a 
giant, the expression of a great human 
document. 

His bearing is that of the trained 
soldier; his smile that of a conquerer 
not seeking a conquest; his step that 
of independence and confiderfce—his 
composite appearance that of one who 
has lived in tragedy and emerged in 
love and tranquillity. 

Grasp his hand, and it is the clinch 
of a friend; catch his eye and it is 
the flash of self-containment; address 
him and the response rings with the 
richness of experience, and the full- 
ness of emotion. 

I doubt if there is another man in 
all the world who is more ‘generally 
and genuinely magnetic. 

One loves the marshal just to look 
upon him; and it is not necessary to 
be an expert appraiser of human char- 
acter, or of the assets and liabilities 
of human nature to see in him the es- 
sential qualities as a warrior, as a 
strategist, as a Christian man that 
placed him at the head of all the allied 
armies in the great offensives in north- 
ern France during the world war. 

Marshal Foch is the idol of the 
American service man just as he is the 
idol of the soldiers of France and 
England and Italy and Belgium; and 
well he may be, for it is said of him 
that he-led, as did Stonewall Jack- 
son, with victory his goal. humanity 
his guide, and God his inspiration, and 
the pillar of his trust and confi- 
dence.

Stone Mountain has ever been a 
subject of speculation, scientific and 
historical, since white. men first saw 
the vast monolith of granite.

Hieroglyphics 


Are Discovered. 

“On the 11th instant, Colonel B. 
W. Frobell, Colonel W. H. Weems 
and the writer met Professor W. 
J. Land on the summit of Stone 
Mountain. Professor Land called 
attention to what he thought was 
hieroglyphics. They consisteds of 
a slightly circular line cut from 
two to three inches deep and in 
the proportion of from one to two 
feet from the eenter. A _ plainly 
marked circle surrounds it, vary- 
ing from one foot to rix feet in 
circumference, These hiero- 
glvphies vary in size and are 
to be found in abundance from the 
summit to the base and _ in- 
variably face the setting sun.

The In- 
dians who inhabited this part 
of Georgia could give no account- 
ing of the breastwork which was 
to be seen around the mountain 
except what is known as the steep 
side when the pale faces began 
to settle here. 

‘In this connection we would 
cite the reader to volume 2 of 
“Stephens’ Travels in Central 
America, Chiafas, and Yueatan.” 
On the eorridor of number 1, 
Cases de Piedra, Palenque, on a 
tablet of hieroglyphics are several 
bearing close resemblance to those 
found at Stone Mountain. Fig- 
ures were found at Santa Cruz 
Del Quiche resembling in a great 
degree the idol found near Car- 
tersville on Colonel Tumlin’s 
place,

‘rope now recognizes that the Wash-

I have never shared the view of the 
English writers that the Washington 
conference could prove a turning point 
either in world history or in Aweri- 
can relations to Europe. But there is 
no mistaking the fact that this hope 
or delusion supplied the dominating 
element in the thought of most. if 
not all, of the journalists who came 
here from abroad. Not all of them 
have perceived the fallacy which 
/moved them deeply, but none of them 
Can permanently escape the realiza- 
tion that the United States has once 
more eluded the effort to entangle her, 
or if one chooses to view it otherwise, 
has remained deaf to the appeals com- 
ing to it from European shores.

Scrubbing and Wisking for 


Milk Pails. 


Cornell university conducted an ex- 
periment a couple of years ago that 
yielded unlooked-for results. The in- 
vestigators desired to find just from 
what source milk was chiefly contami- 
nated. They kept cows in stables 
that were filthy; they allowed the 
flanks of the cows to become caked 
with filth, and finally they stopped 


cleaning the milk vessels properly. It | 
was the last omission that had the 
most serious effect on the quality 
the milk. This isn ot wha tthe most 
of us would expect. Milk 
washed in hot water. On 
no account should the hot water be 
used first. Its action on the albumen 
of the milk is to turn it into a com- 
pound closely resembling glue. This 
adheres to the vessels.and is nof apt 
to be scrubbed off. Finally, all metal 
utensils must be scalded with boiling 
water before they can be considered 
sanitary. Brushes should always be 
used; cloths never. It is on the last
